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EXTRAVAGANT COURT. 


RECKLESS BX PBN DITURES OF THE 
ALABAMA COURT OF CLAIMS. 


Tbe First Comptroller of the Treasury Disallows 
the Requisitions and Thereby Bm barrasses 
hese who Thought they Hada their 
Bands in tie Government's Pockst, 


Wasuinoton, August 25.—The first comp 
troller of the treasury today made a ruling 
that is likely to embarrass the court of com- 
missioners of Alabama claims for some time 
to come. 

lt is in effect that the employment of 
twenty four persons borne on the rolls of the 
court is entirely without warrant of law, and 
that no payments can legally be made from 
the treasury on their account in future. 

Andrew Hallen, disbursing agent of this 
court, recently made a requisition on the 


sceretary of the treasury for $9,000 to meet 
the current expenses of the court. In the usual 
course of business requisitions, it came 
before the first comptroller and he decided to 
make an investigation of the affairs of the 
court before autborizing the issuance of the 
necessary warrants. His conclusions are 
summarized in a statement prepared by him 
for publication. 

The court of commissioners ot Alabama 
claims was created in 1874 to hear proof of the 
claims to be paid outof the $15,500,000 award- 
ed by the Geneva commission, and was con- 
iinued by various acts until December 31, 

877, It was composed of five judges, with 
ap apnual salary of $6,000 each, jclerk at $3,000, 
stenographer at $2,500,and an attorney to 
represent the United States at $5,000. Provis- 
ions were also made for the rent of 
the court room, furniture, stationary, fuel and 
other necessary incidental expenses, all of 
which were to be paid out of the said fund 
before the judgments were paid. 

The court was venrpenlend in 1882 with the 
same officers and salaries as before except the 
number of judges was reduced to three. The 
comptroller in investigating the case found 
that outside of the above named officers there 
were on the pay rolls, the names of assistant 
geouneel forthe United States, clerk to said 
counsel, experts, clerks to experts, messen- 
gers, watchmen, etc, whose aggregate 
salaries amounted to about $34,- 
000 «per 3; He also found = in 
quérterly returns, that there has been paid to 
other assistant counsel over $8,000 for the 
quarter ending December 31, 1884, and about 
$7,000 for quarterending March 31, 1885, be- 
sides other alleged ijlegal payments. Hesays 
he finds no Jaw authorizing said payments, 
and afler consulting with the acting secretary 
of the treasury end with the solicitor of the 
ireasury he has decided to stop all tu- 
ture pay ments of the same. 

Tbe comptroller says that all of the above 
nemed cmpleyes have been paid out of 
the provision of the organic act authorizing 
the payment of rent, stationery, printing and 
other necessary incidental expenses. The ac- 
counts of the disbursing agent have been 
settled up to March 31st last, and salaries of 
all persons on the payrolls have been paid up 
toJune 30th. The requisitions which have 
just been refused were for the expenses, in- 
cluding salaries, forthe month of July. The 
comptroller says the accounts of the disburs- 
ing event fér the quarter ending August 31 
when received, will be disallowed. The 
salaries of the judges and other 
cilicers of the court who «are 
pamed in the organic act are not affected by 
his rvuling. The comptroller says also that 
the secretary of state, who has jurisdiction 
over the court, is entirely in accord with him 
in his view of the law and has sanctioned the 
action taken by him. 

PAUPER !MMIGRANTS. 

The commissioner of immigration at New 
York has referred a case to the treasury de- 
partment, which raises an interesting point 
in regard to immigration ot paupers A party of 
about sixty Arab Gypsies recently arrived at 
New York on the steamship Chateau Leoville. 
An examination showed that they were pau- 
pers, likely to become a public charge 
within the meaning of the word in the paa- 
per-immigrant act,and they were put back on 
the steamship to be returned to the country 
whence they come. The commissionor has 
since been informed that about filty gypsies, 
believed tobe the same party, have re- 
cently crossed the Canadian border line into 
Vermont and are now making their way 
south. It is supposed they were landed at 
Halifax or were transferred at sea to another 
vessel bound to that port. These facts were 
the treasury department 
aud instruction requested the officer 
to whom the case was referred. Mr. Lyman, 
chiet of the navigation oivision, says that 
nothing can be done in the premises. The 
pauper immuigrent act, he explains, prohibits 
the Janding of all pauper immigrauts who may 
be brought to this country in a ship or vessel, 
but is silent on the subject of such as mey enter 
the country by land.

“THE STARVING UTES. 


The Govéermment Prevides for Their Sus- 
doy, tenance, 

Wasmineton, August 24—The report of 
General Miles vpon the condition of the 
sontherm Utes in Colorado was received at the 
interior départment this morning, and the 
commistioner of Indian affairs immediately 
jnstrucsed the agents to secure supplies for 
the Indian bureau. The offi- 
cers bay that the trouble was 
caused by the deficit in the appropriation for 
the purebase of food supplies. 

The department bas endeavored to distrib- 
ute the amountof the appropriations through- 
out the year, but to avert starvation among 
the Indians ithas been found ntcessary to 
expend more than the limited amount set 
apart for each quarter and to rely upon 
congress to make good the deficiency. 
In the case of the southern Utes, there is an 
interest fund that can be used for the purchase 
of tood when the regular appropriation is ex- 
hausted., Supplies amounting to 10,000 pounds 
of beef apd 5,000 pounds of flour will be issued 
weekly to these Indians. 

THE BOUNDARY LINES. 

The Washington Star says the commissioner 
of the general land office has decided that the 
boundaries of the Zuni Indian reservation, as 
defined by Presidant Arthur in correcting the 
errors of the bounday in a previous proclama- 
tion issued by President Hayes, must stand. 
This decision throws out the claims of Tucker 
end Lawton, ranchmen, for lands claimed by 
them within the reservation.

The Death and Bequests ofa Wealthy Vir- 
ginian. 

Ricumoerd, Va.,August 25.—Dr. D. H. Gregg, 
a wealthy citizen of King William county,was 
found dead in his bed at St. Charles hotel in 
this city this morning. The coroner decided 
that he bad died of apoplexy. He was in the 
84th year of his age and was a native of Boston 
and graduate of Harvard, Hecame to Vir- 
ginia when quite young. An examination 
of his papers brought to light 
the will, which made various bequests 
amounting to about $50,600. The residue of 
his estate goes to his children. 4 

There are two codicils to the will, the first 
of which revokes his bequest to his children 
and gives what they would receive to the fe- 
male humane association, and the second 
codicil annuls the last mentioned bequest, 
and after giving an annuity of 
$300 to his daughter, leayes the residue of 
bis estate, amounting from to $100,000 to 
$150,000, to the St. Joseph’s female orphan 
Catholic institution of Richmond, the interest 
to be devoted to education of the female chil- 
dren of the Caucasian race, without regard to 
religion or nationality. Dr. Gregg, during his 
life, made several large donations te charita- 
ble institutions.

RAIDED BY BANDITS. 


DESPERATB CHARGBH OF MICHAEL 
AND HIS BAND, 


A Band of North Carolinien Deeperadces Charge & 
Negro Pratse Meeting for Plunderand Make 
way With the Money Gotten—Ttwo Men 
Killed—Beene of Great Bxcitement. 


Greexvitie, 8. C. August 25.—[Special.]— 
Messrs. J. C. Rankin and John Johnson, of 
Anderson county, 8. C., have just arrived in 
this city on their way home from a visit to 
the mountains of North Carolina. 

They bring with them news of a desperate 
encounter between a band of white outlaws 
and a congregation of peaceable and inoffen- 
sive colored citizens in the Cane creek settle- 
mentof Rutherford county, North Carolina. 

From their account of the tragedy, it ap- 
pears that a large crowd of substantial col- 
ored citizens of the adjacent country had 
essembled at the Cane Creek church on last 
Friday for the purpose of sending forth prayers 
of thanksgiving to the Creator for the great 
blesexng He has given them in the promise of 
2n abundant crop yield. Many of the respect- 
able white people of the neighborhood gath- 
ered hence to lend encouragement to so laud- 
able a cause, and everything went oft with 
quiet and ovleasure-—-nothing happening 
throughout the pleasant day to mara single 
joy of the cecasion. Butas night began to 


shadow the receding day the grim-visaged 


desperadces stalked forth and spread terror 
and violence throughout the vast crowd. 

At night a large crowd of colored people 
and mapy whites, repaired to the church 
edifice where an entertainment was being 
given by tha colored people. The colored 
brass band from Shelby was in attendance 
and dispensed sweet music forthe occasion. 
A Mr. Green, a reputable white citizen of 
Shelby, and sonof a banker in that place, 
acted es treasurer for the concert given by 
the knights of the burnt cork, and had in his 
possession the receipts, which amounted to 
perbaps several hundred dollars. Just in the 
midst of the entertainment, when all within 
the hall was mirth and merriment 

THE RECKLESS GANG OF BANDITS 
cutside, lead by the recklessly daring Carl 
Michael and brother, leaders of the band, ac- 
cording to pre-arranged plans, made a desper- 
ate rush for the door—knocking it down and 
eflecting a complete ingress. Once in, their 
plundering and murderous deeds were com- 
menced. Every light was immediately ex- 
tirguished and firing from the revolvers of 
the raiders was started. A perfect pandemo- 
nium ensued. The vast crowd fled precipi- 
tately ; some 
JUMPING FROM THE WINDOWS, 

while many eflected escape through the 
several doors. Many of the colored men and 
women deserted the hall with lightning 
rapidity, leaving their children behind to add 
s ree ine to the terrers.and take care of them- 
selves 88 best they could. Mr. Green was dis- 
possersed of the door receipts as the robbers 
made their entrance, 

The money secured, their next act on the 
pregramme of violence was to rifle the pockets 
of the defenseless crowd. Two members of the 
colored brass band stood their ground like 
heroes, and one offered up his life blood aa the 
result; not, however, before sending a bullet 
whizzing with deadly aim through the carcass 
of one of the marauders. 

Your correspondent’s informants visited the 
scene of pillage and murder on the following 
morning, and relate a blood curdling account 
of the picture as it presented itself to their 
The walls and floor 

WERE STAINED WITH THE BLOOD 
of the poor unfortunates, while here and there 
on the tloor could be seen pools of blood con- 
gealed. The pulpit, many of the pews and 
the Bible were demolished and destroyed, and 
the church, so far from looking 
like a place ot holy worship, 
presented the spectacle ofa bar room broil. 
Twelve or fifteen persons were wounded— 
some slightly end others fatally—none, how- 
ever, nad died up to the time the informants 
left, save the one member of the band. 

After doing all the damage inside they could 
possibly do, they returned to the campus out- 
side and commenced to destroy every wagon 
and hack in sight, when they took possession 
of horses that had been left standing by, 
and rode oft, heading their way 
towards the mountains of Tennessee. 
Carl ‘Michael, the leader of the 
band of robbers, and a character of much 
local notoriety, with the cool daring and 
desperation of the, western bandit, mounted 
his fleeted-footed steed, and, with a death 
wound on his person, rode oll and made good 
his escape. 

Sheriff Blanton, of Rutherford county, ac- 
companied by a posse of fearless deputies, 
are following

towards Wolf creek, in the mountainous part 
of Tennessee, where their place of re- 
fuge is supposed to be in the dense 
forest and’ rugged hills. The whole 
surrounding country is fully aroused, and 
should the marauders be captured, Judge 
Lynch will convene his court. Cane Creek is 
about thirty-five miles from Shelby, the near- 
est railroed point, and that fact accounts for 
suppression of the news of this outlawry until 
now.

CHICAGO’S DIRTY WATER: 


Its River Sewage Threatening to the Health 
of the City. ' 
Cuicaco, August 25.—([Special.]—Vigorous 


| precautionary measures are being taken by 


the Chicago bealth officers against the possi-’ 
bility ofa protracted visit from the dreaded 
scourge, cholera. It is not expected that the 
disease will reach us this summer, but the 
plans of the health commissioner anticipate a 
possible visitation of the scourge ng the 


summer of 1886. It is proposed to leave 
stone unturned to make the sanitary condition 
of the on as good as ible. The diffi- 
culty an e one which has puzzied our civil 
«ngipeers' for years is the cleansingof the 
Chicago river. The north and south 
branches of this stream, it will be re- 
membered, meet ata point not far from the 
iske ehore, and there combioing pour their 
immense volume of slime and sewage into the 
pure waters of the lake. At times, owing to 
the high water in the Jake, the current of the 
river is entirely motionless. The stench 
which then arises from the surface under a 
blazing sun is intolerable. Two evils threaten 
the health of the city from this river. One is 
the poisoning of the air in its vicinity by gases 
arising from its surface. The other is the 
contamination of the water supply from the 
lake with the sewage of the city. To avoid 
both of these dangers is the problem which 
the health officers have for years been en- 
deavoring to solve. 

The north and sovth branches of the Chi- 
cago river ere in reality but little more thau 
inseta from Lake Michigan. It thus fre- 
quently happens that the head waters of the 
river are bo higher than the lake, and at such 
time the currentis stationary and the rvier 
water becomes almost stegnant. To obviate 
this stagnapcy immense pnmps have been 
placed near the head of the north branch, and 
the river water is pumped throngh a conduit 
inte the jake or the pnips are reversed and 
pure lake water is poured into the head of the

Chattooga’s Koad Law. 
SUMMERVILLE, August 25.—[Special.]—The pres- 
ent road law o! Chattooga county is not being gen- 
erally indorsed, a great many are loud in their 
expretsions adversely tothe system. The roads 
are now under the direct control of supervisor, 
elected by the grand jury at the spring term of 
the superior court, placed under a heavy bond for 
the faithiul discharge of duty, and paid the pres- 
ent yeara salary of five hundred dollars, The 
road bands are apportioned or assigned tothe va- 
rions sections of roads, specifications made out, 
and roads let to the lowest bidder. Each con- 
tractor is placed undera bond to carry out his 
contract as per specifications furnished. The 
bauds are required to pay $2 tax, or work four 
ceys. They electing whether they will work or 
pay, which election cannot be revoked during the 
ear, The various roads in the county have 

een let out to contractors and perhaps, 
without a singie exception have been satisfacto- 
rily worked, at least it is conceded that there has 
been more substantial work done on the roads 
this year than for the past three gam altogether 
under the old road system. Road workers, with 
a few-exceptions, never seemed to consider the 
importance of substantial and permanent works 
but, asa rule, the roads have always been worked 
(or gone Over) just belore the sitting of the supe 
rior court in March and September, and only a 
sufficiency of work done to avoid unfavorable 
mention by the grand juries. Many are inclined 
to favor the new system, at ledst to the extent of 
civing ita fair ana unprejudiced trial.

An Interesting Letter Descriptive of its

AsnEevittg, N. C., August 23.—[Special 
Correspondence. |—Two summers ago {| went 
with my family to Asheville and Warm 
Springs, vie Charlotte and Selisbury, and 
over the mountains by the Western North 
Carolina railroad.

in entering these cities without a pilot, why 
force them to that heavy expense when they 
preferto do without. At any rate, why 
change a Jaw thatis now working so satis- 
factory and by the operation of which so 
few secidents occur.’ There is something 
in this argument. _ 
MR, CLEMENTS AND GBORGIA MARBLE, 

The manly spirit shown by Mr. Clements, 
president of the Georgia Marble company, 
in his testimony before the committee ap- 
pointed to investigate the building material 
for the new capitol, emphasizes the regret 
that his marble could not be used. 

Mr. Clements, while fully aware that his 
is the only conmipany prepared to furnish the 


~ Marble needed for the capito), says that the 


cOmmissioners in closing with the oolitic 
limestone did exactly right, and that he would 
doubtless have done the same thing had he 
been in their places. He testified further 
that be believed the commissioners had 
saved the state at least $100,000 ia their con- 
tract, and that it was ihe best that could be 
made. 
welll Mietienis tinderstands the situation 
thoroughly, and is frank and manly enough 
to ssy so. He realizes that with the 
appropriation limiied as it was, it was out 
of the question io think of a marble build- 
ing, and that the commissioners, sworn to 
keep within the law, had no power to con- 
tract for a building that could not be built 
inside the amount set apart by the legisla- 
ture, The failure to select Georgia marble 
meant more to him than to anyone else. 
In wpite of this, he has never interfered in 
the siightest with the contract, but has gone 
along quietly finding general market for his 
marble and deve’oping his quarry. The re- 
eult is satisfactory to himseif and the public. 
It must not be supposed that Georgia mar- 
bie will be ruled out of the Georgia capitol 
altogether. On the contrary, there will be 
used in the interior of the capitol, for deco- 
ration, pillars, wainscoting, etc., as much 
marble ss there will be used of oolitic lime- 
stone in the outside structure. It wiil be 
the pleasure, po less than the duty of the 
commissioners, where marble is to be used, 
to give the preference, prices being the same, 
to Georgia materia). This it hasalways bsen 
willing todo and has alwaysdone. It could 
not allow state pride or private petition to 


lead it to meke contracts it could not fill- 


under the appropriation to which it was 
timited by law. This Mr. Clements, the 
chief party really at interest, has recognized 
in the fullest and frankest manner, and 
deserves this praise for doing so. 


THE PILOTS ONCE MORE, 

The Savannah News, in its last issue, re- 
turns to the subject of protecting pilots by 
taxing the commerce of the state, and uses 
some exceedingly untimely arguments. It 
saye, for instance, the opposition of a ma- 
jority of the members of the Savannah 
board of irade is due to the fact that they 
are interested in schooners and other trading 
vessels. Though this may be true, it is a 
very untimely argument for the News to 
employ, since it calis attention to the fact 
that those who are in favor of the Dart bill 
sre, without exception, we believe, interested 
ip pilot boats. We bave seenit stated that 
even the proprietor ef the News is an owner 
or a part owner of a pilot boat. 

_ Aceording to this view of the subject, the 
contest issimply cne between pilots and 
owners of wading craft and the question 
seems to be whetber thestate shall give the 
pilots u nlimited power to levy taxes on the 
owners of trading y.ssels, or shall limit them 
#8 they are vow limited by the existing law. 
Suppose we admit that this isthe nature of 
the copies!—that it isa row between pilots 
andowners of yess¢ls—why is it that pilots 
are more-entitied to the celebrated ‘‘protec- 


tien,” which the News urges so eloquently,

and tbe wrangling has been going on at in- 
tervals ever since. The legislators seem to 
er joy it, for they haye never made a perma- 
nent setilement of the question. 

The Savannah News says that those inter- 
ested in protecting the pilots—thatis to say, 
the pilots themeelves—'‘bave had no experi- 
ence in, and bave no qnalifications for the 
kind of work thatis rejnired to got legisia- 
tors togive a measure their careful attention.”’ 
We observe, bowever, that at least some of 
the pilots know how to advance the arga- 
ments employed by the prize ring. One 
prominent Savannah gentleman, who was 
bold enough to entera lively protest against 
increasing the ‘‘protection’’ to pilots, was 
promptly knocked in the head by one of the 
fraternity. This is the knock-down and 
drag-out argument, 

The only interest Tae Constiturion has in 
this matter is the interest of the state and 
of the people of the state. We desireto see 
the legislature dispose of the question with 
an eye tothe welfare of the commerce of 
Georgia. Pilots may be necessary, but that 
is no reason why an unjust tax shou'd be 
levied on ship-owners and on trade for their 
benefit. This is one form of protection that 
is decidedly out of date. 

We do not believe that the port of Savan- 
nah is as difficult of approach as the News 
would have us believe. If so, then the peo- 
ple of the state are doubly taxed—first to 
protect the pilots, and second, to provide an 
annual appropriation for dredging the chan- 
nel of the river. Hereis this annual appro- 
priation to be paid and the pilots to be pro- 
tected. The legislature should look at this 
matier from a reasonable standpoint. It 
should see to it that the people and thecom- 
merce of the people are not compelied to pay 
an unnecessary tribute to the pilots who are 
already earning a very large ‘pool,’ 


THE MISERY OF IGNORANCS. 

The letter left by Miss Nourse, the young 
lady who recently committed suicide in Lou- 
isville. Kentucky, is a document likely to 
attract considerabie attention. There is 
something vital and tangible in the poor 
girl’s despair. The letter is calculated to 
bring tears to the eyes of pity, and to cause 
cold charity to wring her hands as she reads 
it. Atthe same time itis to be feared that 
the statement of the unfortunate gir! will be 
misinterpreted by the shallow minded and 
the superficial. tiere is the full text of that 
sorrowful letter: 

Any one that believes in a merciful 
Savior who will help those who strive after right 
with their whole heart, is believing ina fraud. 
I have lived an upwight life all my life, and I have 
given kindnessand consideration to every one! 
ever knew, and I have been driven to despair bya 
succession of injustices and unkindneeses that 
have been undeserved. I believed in God, and 
tried to brave itout. I suffered enough to kil! ten 
people that had not the brayeryofalion. I fought 
against upkindness and injustice, standing up 
against them until Ican stand no more. I have 
no cefense against lying an:| misrepresentations, 
and I defy the world to prove that I have ever done 
an immoral act of any kin«!. I have loved right- 
eousness and all that was good with ail my heart. 
YetI haye been, in the last few weeks, insulted to 
my face with the insinuation that ! was notatrue 
woman. I have never foun4d that God kept mein 
the hour of trial or gave me hel) in trouble, but 
still I haye never dishonored Him before man, but 
He has entirely forsaken me, and left to me nore 
gources but self destruction. Oh, terrible! tolove 
a supposed friend and Savior, and to find the one 
you believed to be almighty to save neither able 
or willing todo aught for you. Oh, terrible! to 
live right, find that there is no powerin 
heaven or earth that can bring any good to tri- 
umph over evil. or help those who strive after 
righteousness. I pity any one who has apy sense 
of right, for it is only those who can trample on 
every principle of honesty and bonoz that can 
succeed in life. Those who care for self above 
everything else, and will trample upon eversthing 
aud everybody that comes in their way, will have 
agoodtime. As tothe peace and love and joy 
that is promised to a Christian, itis alla farce, 
and there is no such thing, 

Who shall judge of the troubles of this 
unfortunate girl’? Who shail presume to 
gauge the effect of the stings and arrows of 
misfortune ona mind rendered supersensi- 
tive by mistaken pride? And yet the letter 
shows not only profound ignorance of reli- 
gion and life, but a totally false conception 
of each. Itis pitiful in the extreme—this 
ignorance and this despair. 

We here behold a most unhappy mixture 
of false prideand wild tbeories. The unfor- 
tupate yourg woman seems to have been 
well educated, she wrote for tbe newspapers 
end had a distinct ambition in that direction. 
Yet her education was sadly deficient in 
everything calculated to give her a just con- 
ception of life, or of ber relations to her 
fellow-creatures. 

There is no doubt as tothe genuineness of 
the despair by which she was visited, nor 
can their be any dou! that it was exaggera- 
ted to an unreasonable extent by miscon- 
ception of her duty to herself and her rela- 
tions with the world. Her.despair led her to 
blasphemy. Jrovidence helps those who 
helps themselves, and the evidence is over- 
whelming that this unfortunate young wo- 
man, copsumed by a faise pride, sealed her 
lips asto her condition when a word ora 
hint would bave opened the hands of bounty 
in every direction. 

The worldis cold and unfeeling, but in 
this day and generation there is no excase 
for the failure of a struggling girl to make a 
eupport for herself provided her mind 
not been warped by falee views of life. 
the other band, it seems strange and pitiful 
that there was not some keen eyed, warm- 
bearted person to come to the rescue of this 
unbappy young woman and saye her from 
her own false ideas of life.

The Grand Fete in Russia of Russian Oficiais 
W cering Austrian Baégesand Austrian Om- 
cers Heturning the Compliment—The 
Kiss of the Bmperors- Other Notes. 
Kremsirr, August 25,—It is officially an- 
nounced that Germany will send no delegate 
to Kremsier toattend any conferences between 
the courts of St. Petersburg and Vienna. Em- 
peror Francis Joseph, immediately after his 
arrival yesterday, began the work of receiving 
delegations. A grand soiree was given 
at the Schloss last evening. There 
was a brilliant and animated as- 
semblage. Among those present besides 
Count Kalnoky and Count Taafe, were forty 
prominent European press correspondents. 
The czar and czarina, accompanied by the im- 
perial entourage, arrived here at 11:30 this 
morning. In going from the station to the 
Schloss of Kremsier they avoided the town 
and were driven through the vast park sur- 
rcundipg the echloss. Emperor Francis 
Joseph and his son Rudolph, imperial crown 

prince, met the czar at the railway station. 

Ata meeting of the Russian and Austrian 
imperial families today, the Harpsburgs wore 
Russian uniforms and the Romanoiis wore 
Austrian uniforms. The meeting took place 
at the railway station, and the monarchs em- 
braced. The czarand emperor then entered 
the same carriage and went together to the 
Schloss. All the depots from the frontier to 
Kremsier were gaily decorated with Russian, 
Austrian ahd Galician colors. Guards of honor 
stocd on the platforms of the depots and sa- 
luted the train carrying the czar as it passed. 
The emperors and empresses induigea in much 
embracing and kissing. The czar knelt and 
kissed the hend o! tne Aus- 
trian empress.

The chelera panic has now extended to ail 
clatses in the city, and all who can get away 
are resorting to flight. Deaths from cholera 
have occurred in many of the towns and vil- 
lages in the depertment of the Rhone. In 
Lancon eight fatai cases of cholera have been 
reported. In Grans three, and in Saint 
Chamas, two. Besides these several cases of 
cholera exist in Istres, Marigrane, Aix and 
Arles. 

Seventy new cases of cholera were reported 
here today, and there were thirty-eight deaths 
from the disease. The report that cholera had 
broken out in the French squadron anchored 
near Toulon is confirmed.

That 
the leegue is dead is an altogether mistaken 
idea. e now have nearly six hundred 
branches ecattered over the country. A!l of 
them will bein active working condition at 
the time of the national convention to bs held 
in a next January, which 
will be the largest ever held in America, pos- 
sibly with the exception of that of 1881, also 
held in Chicago, Mr, Parnell will probably 
be in attendance. He has promised to come 
if possible. T. DPD. Sullivan, of Dublin, is 
also expected. Mr. Sullivan will take his 
seat as mayor of Dublin on January lat. Two 
or three other prominent members of the 
Jrish national party are expected. 

Parnell said that it had been the league's 
policy tosupport the wretched tenants to the 
utmost when it was shown that they were 
determined to suffer for the 
principle, and thereby encourage teu- 
antry generally.

The Meyor and General Council and the Local 
Boere of Underwriters areto Inepect the Paid 
Fire Department—The First Genera) 
Parade in Atlante, Htc., Etc,

fince the one year before the volunteer sys- 
tem disbanded. 

That was three years ago. 

Tomorrrow, however, 
department will parade the 
streets. The paid department has 
never appeared before the public except when

the alarm of fire hes called it out, and its | 


debut—es a body—tomorrow will be an inter- 
esting affair. 

Few people in Atianta have any idea of the 
extent or magnitude of their fire depart- 
ment. It is made up of four fine first-class 
steamers, a reel with each steamer, and 


book and ladder truck. Each reel is equipped 
with as much hose es it can carry. and the 
book and ladder truck carries as many ‘feet of 
ledders as will eyer be wanted. The hook and 
ladder company keeps two horses, while each 
of the steamers keep five horses. .These, to- 
gether with the chief’s horse, make twenty- 
three horses tn the department. It 
requires forty-nine men to manage the de- 
partment, and these men are never off duty, 
end must go when the bells sound an alerm. 
Each of the four steamers has ten men, the 
hook and ladder hes seven men, end the chief 
and his servant meke the pay-roll. The ma- 
chinery is the best ani! moet improved in use, 
and{the men are strong, willing and well 
trained, 

The depertment mekes the perade tomor- 
row in ordertoshow the Atlanta public its 
strength and its worth. It will be inspected 
by the mayor and gerera! council and the lo- 
cal boerd of underwriters, and if anything is 
fimwiss the proper remedy will be applied. The 
entire department will meet in front of 
No. 1 engine honse on Broad street ta 
four o’clock sharp, and as soon as everything 
is in readiness will begin moving. The pro- 
cession will be headed by a brass band. Then 
Chief Joyner’s pretty red wagon will come 
next. The chiefand his slave will ride in 
this wagon. The hook and ladder truck wiil 
follow the chiei’s wagon, end then the steam- 
ers, accom panied by their reels 
will come in their regular 
order. Each steamer will gbe accom- 
panied by its full support, and the men wi'l 
be 1n full uniform.
